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years. This condition combined with the shortage in the 
corn crop and the almost prohibitive prices of grain and 
mill-feeds throughout the country, furnishes sufficient ex- 
planation for the fact that the milk supply this winter is 
much below normal in nearly all the dairy districts of 
this country. 

With the cost of living steadily advancing, people are 
bound to pay more attention to the selection of such 
foods as will give them the greatest return in food value 
for the money invested. For many years we have had 
tables of analyses of commercial feedstuffs carefully pre- 
pared by analysts in the employ of the state, and every 
up-to-date dairyman studies these tables carefully before 
purchasing concentrates and compounding rations for his 
dairy herd. The thrifty housewife of the future will study 
the food charts with equal care in determining upon her 
choice of articles for the daily menu of the home, and 
dairy products of all sorts take high rank as economical 
sources of food materials. 

Until recently, milk has retailed in small towns for 5 
and 6c per quart and in cities for 7 and 8c, but with prices 
of feeds already higher than ever before and continuing 
to move upward at an alarming rate, the producers in 
many of the great dairy sections have demanded and are 
receiving a much higher price for their product than be- 
fore and accordingly the price of milk to the consumer 
in the cities has advanced to 10 and I1lc per quart.

Developing a Purebred Herd 


By PROF. OSCAR ERF, University of Ohio 


management, when the expense of labor and feed 

is high, is the efficient animal, and efficiency naturally 
means profitableness. With the dairy cow the principal 
factor that constitutes profitableness is the efficiency of 
the digestive organs. In other words, that animal that 
can produce the most milk for the quantity of feed given, 
is the most efficient animal. . 

How the efficient animal may be 
procured is one of the problems of the 
breeder. In the past and to a great 
degree at the present time, animals 
have been propagated miscellaneously, 
with no special idea in mind as to the 
factors for which they were breeding, 
but to obtain the greatest degree of 
efficiency breeding must be systematic. 
In the early development of cattle 
breeding, before men had the idea of 
breeding for beef, or for milk, they 
constantly shuffled these characteris- 
tics in their breeding operations. The 
average man today does the same 
thing. 

The first great step in the improve- 
ment in breeding came when a few 
breeders banded themselves together, 
with the idea of systematizing their 
work and recording a line of progeny. 

Their idea was to select from the 
heterogeneous mass of cattle the effi- 
cient producers and propagate these. 
They soon learned, however, that this 
required repeated and constant selec- 
tion and that the maximum efficiency 
could not be reached in one bound. 
For instance, the factor of digestion is influenced by many 
other factors than those of heredity. For this reason many 
of the so-called purebred animals were no better than the 
grades that were bred with no particular purpose in mind. 
For this reason the practical value of the purebred animal 


O'n of the prime requisites in profitable livestock

was lost until finally the breeders of purebred stock began 
to determine the value of each individual animal. 
Records of production have been kept for a compara- 
tively short time and they are rather expensive, but it is 
the only true way of determining the efficiency of the 
d'gestive system and the producing capacity of the cow. 
Approximately 2 per cent of the dairy animals are pure- 
bred and of these about one-eleventh are being tested. 
The value of pure breeding with rec- 
ords lies in the fact that it is possible 
to predict with a fair degree of cer- 
tainty what characteristics will be 
transmitted to the offspring. It is 
true that many animals of mixed 
breeding produce as much as those 
of pure breeding, but they cannot be 
depended upon to transmit those 
characteristics with as reasonable a 
degree of certainty. Many animals 
are purebred, but on account of the 
fact that registry papers have been 
lost, are not registered and of course 
these reproduce themselves with the 
same degree of certainty as the purt- 
breds. : 
The point is that when animals 
have been bred for generations with 
a certain object in view, the desired 
characteristics finally become fixed 
and are transmitted with a reasonable 
degree of certainty. In simple words 
the breeder of purebred stock spec 
ulates at an advantage, while the 
breeder of mixed stock speculates at 
a disadvantage. A pedigree with

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factor. In order to procure the maximum production, 
feeds of an easily digestible nature must be given the 
cow. For instance, alfalfa hay that has been rained upon 
is much inferior to that which has not, for rain at cer- 
tain stages of curing will wash out as much as 40 per 
cent of the digestible protein. Mow-burnt hay and moldy 
feeds will not produce as good results as good feed. 

For this reason, the feeding proposition may be di- 
vided into two classes. With the present prices of feed, it 
must be either the high producing cow, fed on good feed, 
or the cow that is able to make a fair production when 
fed on poor or waste feed, at a low feed cost. The cow 
that is fed upon the good feed must necessarily produce a 
larger amount, to be profitable, than the one fed upon 
poor feed. However, it is almost invariably the case that 
the cow with good digestive power can handle the waste 


feeds as well as the good feeds economically. Although - 


it is often true that when cows have been fed upon highly 
concentrated feeds for some time, their systems become 
adapted to this, and waste feeds, which are likely to carry 
with them a higher degree of infection, more often cause 
a disturbance in the digestive tract. This is due to the 
fact that the resisting agencies of the cow’s body have 
not been developed and so have little energy. 

Which of these two methods of feeding will be taken 
up in developing a herd must be determined. Ordinarily 
the best method in a purebred herd is to use the good 
feeds. A cow that is unable to handle a large amount 
of good feed economically will not be able, as a rule, to 
handle waste material economically. If a purebréd cow 
has the ability to handle large quantities of feed profitably, 
she usually has the power to transmit this characteristic 
to her offspring, and a male becomes extremely valuable 
to a herd, whether it be purebred or grade. 

As to what feeds should be selected, no specific 
formula can be given, as this varies for the individual. 
The nature of the material and the palatability are of 
more importance than the balancing of the ration. The 
feeder should watch the cow closely and change the feed 
to suit the appetite of the cow, which varies to a certain 
extent, and in this way, with a good animal, high produc- 
tion is very easily obtained. 

When a high record is desired, a cow should be fat- 
tened and her storage capacitv for assimilating milk 
nutrients developed before parturition. Then may be used 
such simple feeds as oats and corn, linseed meal, cotton- 
seed meal, bran, beet pulp, alfalfa hay, silage, some clover 
hay and peanut meal. During a test peanut meal is a 
very important feed in assisting protein digestion. Red 
beets also have a very favorable result upon the digestion. 
Feed should be fed in the form that contains the greatest 
amount of digestible nutrients. For illustration, finely 
ground grains are better than coarse grains. Clipped oats 
are better than ordinary oats and oat meal better than 
either; gluten with starch is better than ordinary corn 
meal; germ of wheat better than plain bran and alfalfa 
leaves better than the ordinary hay. 

It is quite important that a laxative should accompany 
these feeds and some laxatives have a favorable stimulat- 
ing effect upon milk production. However, the honest 
feeder gives a laxative only when necessary to keep the 
animal in good physical condition. When large amounts 
are fed it is quite necessary to keep open the digestive 
tract, in order to care for the waste products which 
accumulate very rapidly and which otherwise would retard 
the milk production. 

Frequent feeding and frequent milking are essential 
for high production and will keep the cows in better con- 
dition. Of course, the question of economy enters into 
this and whether you can afford to milk a cow four times 
each day depends upon the degree of development of your 
herd, and the ability of the individual to produce. 

The comfort of the cow has much to do with main- 
taining and increasing production. The most comfortable 
place for a cow to rest proves to be the most conducive 
to milk production. Cows tied in stalls will not produce 
as much as when in box stalls on well insulated floors. 
Cement floors are not the most desirable unless well in- 
sulated below. Wood floors laid on cement or cork floors 
are more satisfactory, especially where the wood is thor- 
oughly impregnated with some antiseptic material and 
covered with a waterproof coat such as pitch. The cow 
should then be heavily bedded with cut straw, planer shav- 
ings or even cut corn stalks, and should have plenty of 
light and fresh air. 

The final and most important factor in the develop- 
ment of a herd is in the selection of the proper sire.

a bull sires one hundred daughters wi 
of 200 pounds increase in Sahewtar eaten over a 
dams, this means that they would produce at least 20,000 
pounds more fat than their dams, which would have 
value of $6,000 to $8,000 per year, depending upon the i : 
of fat. Assuming that there are seven periods of lactatios 
(which is approximately correct for a purebred herd es 
rather high for the grade), then the value of the bail 
would range from $42,000 to $56,000, with no regard ¢ 
the effects upon future progeny. . 
This does not mean that a man should pay that 
amount for a sire, for the element of risk and the devel. 
opment of the animal are very important items which must 
be taken into consideration, but it shows the importance 
of a good sire in the development of a herd and the neces. 
sity for having pedigrees with records of performance as 
far back as can be conveniently traced. With these funda- 
mental points in mind, and with hard, conscientious work 
the breeder may have a herd that is sure to come into 
prominence, so far as production is concerned. 


Association Co-operation 


ben Literary Bureau of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation writes to the smaller associations urging their 
closer co-operation with the parent organization. A man 
has been added to the staff at the national offices in 
Brattleboro whose duty it is to keep in touch with local 
organizations and assist them in every possible way. It 
is also felt advisable to keep the members of the local 
clubs better posted and this can be done through the dis- 
tribution of printed matter that is supplied by the national 
association. Secretaries of the local clubs are invited to 
keep the national office posted as to their needs and as 
to the line of work best fitted for the promotion of Hol- 
stein-Friesian interests in their immediate neighborhoods. 
Just at the present time particular attention is called to 
the booklet, “Dairy Breed Comparisons,” a new edition 
of which has been sent out. 

The above is gleaned from a letter sent out by Mr. 

We believe this is a step in the right direc- 
tion for the World has always maintained that it is only 
through the closest co-operation of the local and national 
associations that the best results can be obtained. The 
World believes the efforts of the publicity man may be 
directed quite largely toward co-operation with these 
smaller associations for the remarkable success of the 
entire organization.

When she is called 
upon to do several other things at the same time, that 
is when her nervous system is stimulated and excited, 
she naturally uses up much of the energy from the food 
for purposes that are by no. means associated with 
the production of milk and butterfat. That is the reason 
for the expression, “contented cows.”

The Importance of Ventilation 


NE of the most important features of the dairy barn 

is good ventilation. A cow stable that is damp and 
dark is a breeder of disease and discomfort. If the walls 
of the barn gather moisture or are thickly covered with 
frost it is apparent that the ventilation is unsatisfactory. 
Livestock can stand a considerable amount of cold, dry 
air but just as soon as called upon to breathe damp, 
foul, moisture laden atmosphere they become more sus- 
ceptible to disease serms and they are unable to make 
the best use of their feed. 

There is nothing that offers a happier home for the 
forms of bacteria that breed disease than dark, clammy 
stables. Sunshine is the greatest enemy of germ life and 
it is one of the cheapest purifiers available. Next to this, 
or in conjunction with this is some system that carries 
off the heavy laden air that has been used until it has lost 
its invigorating element. 

Just at this time much is-being said about tuberculosis 
and other germ-borne diseases. The World believes that 
these diseases should be fought in every possible manner. 
We believe in the “accredited herd,” but we believe it 18 
equally important that we have “accredited barns before 
we have “accredited herds.” We believe it is of the ut 
most importance that eveeything be done that can ie 
bly be done to control this disease which is such a vita 
one in connection with the cattle industry. We do not 
believe in any scare heads or radical action but we do 
believe in cleaning up and straightening out the breeding 
industry from this standpoint. Begin by giving the cattle 
clean, bright, well-ventilated winter quarters. 
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Analysis of Feeds Used in Tests 


By M. H. GARDNER 


ROM several sources it has come 
PF; me during the past year that rep- 
utable Holstein- Friesian breeders have 
stated that in their opinion the great 
Holstein records were made with the 
aid of some drug or drugs, and that 
without such aid and stimulation, no 
cow could show such wonderful pro- 
ductions as are constantly being re- 
ported from the advanced registry 
office. Personally I have never had 
any faith in the continuous stimulating 
efficacy of any substance that could 
in any way be administered to 
a cow; and I say continuous because 
it ig well known that anything that 
will either stimulate or produce fever 
will give temporary results. Anything 
tending to produce fever 1s apt to 
cause a decreased milk production 
with more than a corresponding in- 
crease in per cent fat; but, as a rule, 
the depression following any attemp¢ 
to so stimulate will more than coun- 
terbalance any gain from such attempt. 

Rule 6, entitled, “Feed and Drink, 
found on pages.12 and 13 of the Hand 
Book and generally known as_ the 
“feed rule,” is as carefully drawn as it 
is possible to draw a rule. It allows 
a man to make up a ration composed 
of substances that the cow will of her 
own free will consume. It forbids any 
other drink than water, or the moist- 
ening of food with any other fluid 
than water or molasses. It allows 
medical attendance on a sick cow. It 
forbids sweating, or the use in any 
manner whatever of any drug or stim- 
ulant or of any substance that would 
produce an abnormal condition. Jn 
any case of violation, it provides a 
penalty that to any man would mean 
disgrace accompanied by heavy finan- 
cial loss; while to many men it would 
also mean bankruptcy. 

What the cow will of her own free 
will consume is to be construed as 
covering substances fed separately. I! 
any substance that the cow’ will not 
eat of her own free will be mixed with 
other substances in order that she may 
consume it, the cow is not a free 
agent; she is obliged to eat the obnox- 
ious and perhaps deleterious sub- 
stance in order to obtain the sub- 
stances she considers desirable, and 
in any such case the feeder would 
violate the rule. In all the late tests 
showing productions above 32 pounds 
fat, the cows while under verification 
test were kept under constant watch 
from two to four days, drink exam- 
ined, and samples of all feed taken for 
analysis; and in no case have I heen 
advised that traces of any forbidden 
substance of anv kind have been 
ound. 

With the consent of Professor H. H. 
Wing, of the New York State Agri- 
cultural College, I take pleasure in 
giving to the public Professor T.. A. 
Maynard’s report of the analysis of 
the feeds fed during the two-day veri- 
fication test of the cow Tietie Oucen 

e Kol, during which she produced 
162.9 pounds milk containing 916 
pounds fat; and I understand that 
whenever the professor mentions milk 
Production, the expression is meant to 
cover all constituent solids such as 
fat, etc.: = 


Herewith is submitted a report rela- 


tive to the feeds used recently by 
A. C. Howe, of New Hartford, in 
feeding for advanced registry. I have 
examined the samples received for the 
presence of drugs which might stimu- 
late milk production. No evidence of 
the addition of such substances has 
been obtained. 

A chemical analysis was made for 
arsenic, antimony and bismuth. None 
of these elements was found. Thus 
it may be assumed that the feeds did 
not contain any compounds of these 
metals such as black antimony sulfide, 
Fowler’s solution and other prepara- 
tions which are popularly considered 
to increase milk flow. 

All the feeds were examined micro- 
scopically for the presence of sulphur, 
saltpeter, etc., substances which are 
frequently found in condimental stock 
foods. No evidence was obtained of 
the addition of these substances. The 
odor of the feeds did not indicate any 
aromatic substances had been added. 
Many of the constituents of the so- 
called tonics are easily detected by 
their odor. 

A composite sample of the feeds 
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was fed to a guinea pig to study its 
physiological effect, particularly to 
note whether or not diarrhea resulted. 
Many of the popularly considered 
stimulants of milk production have a 
purgative action; particularly is this 
true of pilocarpin, whose stimulating 
effect on the mammary gland has 
been definitely shown. Pilocarpin 
causes diarrhea in a very marked 
form. No such effect was noted as a 
result of feeding the sample; nor were 
there any deleterious physiological 
results observed. 

It has been recently shown that 
pituitrine has a marked action in in- 
creasing the milk flow. However, so 
far as I know, this substance has 
never been used except by subcuta- 
neous or intravenous injections, and 
these only experimentally. It seems 
doubtful whether any effect could be 
obtained by adding pituitrine to the 
feed. The stimulation by this sub- 
stance is followed by a marked de- 
crease in milk flow. Repeated injec- 
tions are necessary to cause an in- 
crease Over a period of twenty-four 
hours. In view of this and for several 
other reasons, it seems that the pos- 
sibility of milk stimulation by pitui- 
trine in a case like the one in question, 
is very remote. 


Michigan Breeders’ Annual Banquet 


Hon. Alton T. Roberts of Embla- 
gaard Dairy was toastmaster at the 
annual banquet of the Michigan Hol- 
stein men held in connection with the 
annual meeting of the association at 
East Lansing. The banquet was very 
largely attended and responses were 
made by John B. Irwin of Minnesota, 
Tohn B. Newman of Chicago, Hon. 
Fred L. Woodworth of Michigan, and 
Hon. D. D. Aitken of Michigan. Mr. 
Roberts furnished each speaker with a 
verv happy introduction. 

Mr. Irwin’s subject was “The Hol- 
stein Cow,” and he eulogized not only 
the cow herself but the work of the 
man behind her, the man who feeds 
and cares for her in her invasions ot 
the realm of high production. He re- 
marked also upon the short and long 
period tests, stating that both were 
of extreme value in the development 
of the breed. 

The new director of the extension 
bureau of the national association re- 
sponded to the toast, “Holstein Boost- 
ing,” with a brief address upon the 
value of advertising. He explained 
the work to be done by his depart- 
ment in working with the govern- 
ments of states and nation in the 
proper recognition of milk as a food 
and offered as an example of what 
might be said for the Holstein, some 
brief outlines of the experiences of 
milk and milk products producers in 
the Elgin district of Illinois. He gave 
an idea of the room for expansion of- 
fered the dairy industry in a statement 
taken from government figures which, 
showing an increase in population, 
showed a decrease in the per capita 
consumption of dairy products. If 
people even kept up their per capita 
consumption of milk the increase in 
population would practically swamp 
the producers with orders for milk 
and its products. 

Mr. Woodworth is the new dairy 
and food commissioner of Michigan. 
He is a Jersey breeder and one of 
Michigan’s progressive dairy en- 


thusiasts. In response to a toast, 
“Michigan Dairy and Food Inspec- 
tion,” he pledged the co-operation of 
his department in any development 
work undertaken by the Holstein men 
and the National Dairy Council. 

It was natural that Mr. Aitken, sur- 
rounded by a Michigan audience, 
should feel particularly at home and 
in happy vein. His talk on “Rela- 
tions between the National Associa- 
tion and the Breeder” was punctuated 
with short sermons. He pointed out 
the proper attitude for Holstein men 
to assume toward the advertising 
campaign now under way. He told 
how the national association was con- 
tributing $10,000 yearly to the cam- 
paign and urged personal co-operation 
on the part of breeders in making it 
a huge success. 

The national president’s remarks 
upon the sale question were of great 
importance. He feels very strongly 
upon this subject and so expressed 
himself, putting the matter to his 
audience as one of personal honesty. 
The public sale, just as is the entire 
structure of the record association, is 
founded upon the personal honesty 
of the individual according to Mr. 
Aitken and the public sale can only be 
kept a valuable institution as long as 
the public knows that a man’s word 
is good and that the animals he sells 
are exactly as he represents them. 

In closing Mr. Aitken presented in 
behalf of Lakewood Farms, the hand- 
some cup won by Emblagaard Dairy 
for the best yearly record made by a 
Michigan cow. Toastmaster Roberts 
accepted and in its acceptance an- 
nounced that the cow whose work 
won the cup, Duchess Hengerveld 
Korndyke, also wrested the laurels 
for yearly work from the representa- 
tive of another breed so that the high- 
est honors for yearly production in 
Michigan again rest with a Holstein: 
The cup must be won three years in 
succession to become the property of 
any one herd.

\ \ YORLD’S records are being made 
with remarkable regularity late-

50 per cent cow and I know now for 
sure it is.” This does not imply in 
any sense of the word suspicion of 
the least irregularity, it merely means 
that a man must possess especial tal- 
ent in his line in order to get the most 
out of a cow, just as he must have 
particular talent in order to blend 
colors or chords in a way to produce 
beautiful pictures or entrancing har- 
mony. 

Everyone who has followed the 
production of a world’s record will 
admit the truth of the above. That 
may be one reason why more world’s 
records are not made. Undoubtedly, 
there are great cows that have gone 
unheralded because no one has ap- 
preciated their capacity for produc- 
tion. The records that have just been 
made at the Arden Farms are another 
illustration of the same fact. There 
are in the Arden Farms herd a num- 
ber of very capable cows, but it is 
due to the ability of such men as Mr. 
Shafer, the manager, and Mr. Wah- 
lenburg, the herdsman, that these 
heifers have been brought out, in fact 
these are the men who have discov- 
ered their capacity for production. 

Mr. Hackney, the owner of the

During the hot weather she was kept 
in an ordinary stall, not being pro- 
tected from flies, and during state fair 
week she was on exhibition, all of 
which did not have a tendency to in- 
crease her production. She has not 
been off feed during the entire year, 
and it really looks as though she has 
gained in weight during the test.

A wise dairy farmer combines the 
minimum of human labor with the 
maximum of profitable machine labor 
and works in co-partnership with the 
cow and his fellow dairymen.

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Tuberculosis and Infectious Abortion 
| —Their Control

HE adequate discussion of bovine 
tuberculosis and infectious abor- 
tion in cattle with reference to their 
control is a difficult task because in 
this country these two diseases are the 
two great scourges of the bovine 
species. More than this, you are 
already familiar with the various meth- 
ods that have been proposed or intro- 
duced for the eradication of tuber- 
culosis. As yet, the control of infec- 
tious abortion has not been under- 
taken in an official manner. It is, how- 
ever, a plague which stands second to 
none in its devastation of dairy cattle. 
If we read the history of the in- 
fectious diseases that have been 
brought under subjection, we will find 
that success was obtained by conform- 
ing preventive measures to definite 
knowledge concerning one or more of 
the essential elements in the spread 
of an infectious disease, namely: (1) 
the life history of the specific organ- 
ism; (2) its elimination and spread 
from the infected animals; (3) the 
detection of the active and potential 
spreaders; (4) the channels through 
which the healthy become infected, 
and (5) the protection of the well 
against the possible diseased. 

It is only by observing these facts 
that any permanent success has ever 
been obtained in eradicating infection. 
I do not care to emphasize the oft re- 


peated, yet frequently denied state- 
ment, that “history repeats itself,” but 
I am of the firm conviction that, in 
trying to control these two great 
scourges of cattle, there is more hope 
of success if we follow sanitary prin- 
ciples that have already proven effi- 
cient in the eradication of other spe- 
cific maladies than by any other pro- 
cedure. 

First, let us consider tuberculosis. 
This disease has an interesting his- 
tory, extending back more than forty 
centuries, but the essential facts that 
need to be considered here are few. 
They are as follows: In 1865, fifty- 
two years ago, Villiman demonstrated 
that tuberculosis was infectious. In 
1882, or thirty-five years ago, Koch 
discovered its specific cause. He then 
thought that the tubercle bacteria af- 
fecting all species of mammals were 
identical. In 1898, Theobald Smith 
pointed out the difference between the 
human and bovine tubercle bacteria 
and, in 1901, Koch confirmed this con- 
clusion. The results of their work 
pointed out very clearly that bovine 
tuberculosis is a disease of cattle and 
must be treated as such, although it 
is of sanitary importance because of 
the susceptibility of young children to 
its virus. 

In 1890 Koch found that when the 
protein of tubercle bacteria (tubercu- 
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lin) was injected into animals infected 
with tuberculosis they would give a 
definite reaction. With the belief that 
human tuberculosis was largely due 
to that disease in cattle, there was a 
vigorous attempt made in this coun- 
try to eradicate it by means of the 
use of tuberculin and the destruction 
of animals that reacted to it. That 
method is still followed, and in New 
York state it is the official procedure 
for the control of the disease. In 
1916 there were between 2 and 3 per 
cent of the cattle of the state tested 
and thereby brought under official 
supervision, but the remaining 97 per 
cent were handled at will. During the 
last twenty years the state has paid 
upwards of $1,000,000 indemnity for 
reacting animals and today it is 
coubtful if there are many herds that 
can present a health certificate of free- 
com from tuberculosis as a result of 
this expenditure. The essential rea- 
sons for this are that the process of 
testing and slaughter was so rapid 
that the owner learned little or noth- 
inix about the disease for future guid- 
ance, infected animals that did not 
react were left in the herd and the 
subsequent introduction of the disease 
through diseased cattle infected milk 
fed to calves. The purpose of the law 
was right but the ideals of its framers 
have not been realized, because it was 
not acceptable to the cattle owners 
and without their co-operation it is 
not possible for any law to check the 
natural spread of tubercle bacteria. 
There seems to be quite a common 
impression that sound herds cannot

among breeders of purebreds that 
“except for the sales of breeding 
stock, there would be no money in the 
dairy business,” and many owners of 
purebred herds have considered the 
milk as a by-product. This is a wrong 
view of the situation as the dairy busi- 
ness is the foundation of the purebred 
dairy cattle industry and it is a self 
evident fact that the breeding of pure- 
bred dairy cattle cannot continue to 
be profitable unless dairying can be 
upon a paying basis. It is poor busi- 
ness management to let one end of 
the business support the other without 
examining conditions carefully for a 
remedy. The newly organized Michi- 
gan Milk Producers’ Association has 
accomplished remarkable results with- 
in the past few months by securing a 
much better price for milk. 

A brief survey of the figures shown 
in the 25 herds under inspection in 
the vicinity of Howell would show 
that the high cost could scarcely be 
attributed to low production, as many 
of the herds are purebred herds in 
which the yearly production is much 
above the average. An examination 
of the methods of feeding, however, 
would indicate a partial solution of 
the problem by increasing the use of 
alfalfa in the ration, and this would 
probably apply in a large measure 
throughout the state. While this 
most valuable legume is not univer- 
sally grown in Michigan at present, 
it has been clearly demonstrated that 
in most sections of the state it can be 
raised successfully, and there is no 
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other crop that can take its place to 
supplement the corn crop in the ration 
of the dairy cow. 


Selling Milk on the Butterfat Basis. 


Until recently milk has been sold by 
the gallon or hundredweight with very 
little attention paid to the quality. 
Milk was milk, and quantity alone was 
considered. The Babcock test, for the 
determination of the butterfat content 
of milk, is a comparatively recent dis- 
covery but has steadily grown in use 
and favor until now practically all 
concerns engaged in handling milk on 
a large scale base their price schedules 
on the butterfat test. This is, without 
a doubt, the fairest method of buying 
milk, providing the sampling is fairly 
done and the test properly applied. 
The greatest chance of inaccuracy lies 
in the method of sampling and unless 
the milk is very thoroughly mixed a 
fair sample cannot be secured. Over- 
reading the test, which is sometimes 
practiced to discourage competition is 
as much a crime as under-reading and 
the concern that over-reads will surely 
make it up later on when competition 
is not so keen. The producer should 
demand an accurate test and, in order 
that he may secure it, should put 
forth every effort to have legislation 
passed which would provide for offi- 
cial supervision by state authority 
over the sampling and testing at all 
large milk receiving stations in the 
state. 

Arbitration Committee. 


The tremendous increase in the traf-

In such cases arbitration is 
the best method of settlement and | 
would recommend the appointment of 
a committee to meet here at the a 
lege once a year, or twice if it should 
be considered best, for the purpose of 
considering such cases as may be pre 
sented and arranging a settlement. _ 


Tuberculosis Eradication. 


In the cattle breeding business the 
problem that should receive the most 
attention and which is most difficult to 
solve is the problem of disease cop. 
trol. Many a breeder has spent the 
best years of his life in the building 
of a herd of high class animals only 
to find his efforts wasted and his am- 
bition shattered when disease gained 
a foothold and ruined his herd. 

Foot and mouth disease, thanks to 
the policy adopted by the government 
authorities of following the stamping 
out process, does not now exist in this 
country. Infectious abortion is an ex- 
tremely dangerous disease and diff- 
cult to control but the symptoms are 
generally quite apparent. Tuber- 
culosis comes like a thief in the night, 
and, once the germ has gained a foot. 
hold, this insidious disease may spread 
throughout the herd before any symp. 
toms are apparent. The tuberculin 
test is the only protection thus far

be maintained as such and that tuber- 
culosis cannot be eliminated from the 
infected ones. There also seems to 
be a feeling that there is something 
mysterious about this malady that de- 
fies the knowledge and power of man 
to overcome. The truth of the mat- 
ter is simple. The disease is specific 
in that it is due to a single cause. 
The channels of infection are clearly 
understood and the course the dis- 
ease may take in the body and the 
time in its development that the virus 
is eliminated from the infected indi- 
viduals are equally well known. With 
this knowledge why should there be 
tuberculosis in any herd in New York 
state? 

With such knowledge of Texas 
fever, that disease is being rapidly 
brought under perfect control. With 
a like knowledge of malarial fever in 
man, malaria has largely disappeared 
from this country. With even less 
knowledge of yellow fever than we 
possess of tuberculosis that plague 
was permanently eliminated from our 
shores. With the disease mentioned, 
and with others that could be named, 
knowledge concerning their cause 
and means of dissemination was first 
sought and found and then applied 
with the startling result that the dis- 
eases disappeared. 

With tuberculosis, this knowledge 
which has been slowly acquired 
through research has not been so ef- 
fectively applied. On the contrary, 
those most energetic in striving for 
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mastery over it have sought relief 
through the enactment of laws to 
control it, but in so doing, they have 
left the common channels through 
which tubercle bacteria pass from 
tuberculous animals to healthy ones 
but slightly, if at all, disturbed and 
the succession of new hosts for the 
specific organism has remained prac- 
tically unbroken. The reasons for 
this are numerous, but the most im- 
portant one, I believe, is a general 
lack of definite knowledge concern- 
ing the various phases in the symp- 
tom-complex of tuberculosis and an 
understanding of its great economic 
significance. 

The control of tuberculosis differs 
from that of many diseases because 
it is slow in its development, usually 
chronic in its course, often difficult 
to diagnose, and now widespread in 
its distribution.* 
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It is because of these f{ i 
nature of tuberculosis that an cate 
method of control, that does not Po 
ply to all herds, that is rapid oy 
execution and that works hardshj pe 
those who come under its jurisdiction 
cannot succeed generally. The Amer’ 
ican practice of attempting to cutie 
annually one or two per cent of the 
herds by a rapid procedure that leaves 
the owner bewildered, not educated 
and allowing the others to remain 
untouched, to harbor and spread the 
disease as they may, is doing yer 
little to eliminate tuberculosis Pe 
the cattle or to safeguard the public 
The problem is further complicated 
by the findings of careful research 
confirmed by practical experience. 
that the methods now known and 
employed for diagnosing or detecting 
tuberculous cattle are not fully re

*In 1908 data were gathered from veterina- 
rians who had tested animals during the year 
1907 with tuberculin furnished by the New 
York State Veterinary College and also the 
data from the tests made by the Department 
of Agriculture for the years 1904 to 1906. 
The results were as follows: 

Private tests—There were tested 421 herds 
containing 9,633 animals. One or more ani- 
mals reacted in 302 herds and a total of 3,432 
animals reacted. They were distributed in 
39 counties, 

Official tests—The State Department of 
Agriculture furnished data on 262 herds that 
had been tested by the department with a 
total of 3,088 animals. One or more animals 
reacted in 121 herds, and a total of 673 
animals reacted. 

Comparing the official data for the two 
periods we find that in 1904 to 1905, 21.7 per 
cent of the 3,088 cattle tested reacted, and 
that in the year 1913-14, 11.6 per cent of the 
18,284 animals reacted. 

Comparing the reports of private exam- 


inations we find that in 1907, 35.7 per cent 
of 9,633 cattle reacted, and that in 1913-14 
3.7. per cent of 23,815 animals privately 
tested and reported to the Commissioner of 
Agriculture reacted. 

Thirty-one veterinarians report to the com. 
mittee a total of 16,320 cattle tested in 1913. 
14 with 2,786 reactors, or 17 per cent, 

It is interesting to note that in 19 herds 
containing a total of 690 cows that have been 
under careful physical examination for the 
past few years and in which all suspected 
cases were promptly removed, a tuberculin 
test showed but 24 reactors or 3.4 per cent, 
In six of the nineteen herds there were no 
reactors at all. 

In the certified herds of one city, totaling 
about 2,300 animals, the percentage of re. 
actors on the annual tests have been re. 
duced from 31 per cent, found on the first 
test in 1904-5, to less than 1 per cent in 
1913-14.—Report of the Commission for the 
Investigation of Bovine Tuberculosis, Albany,

HOLSTEINS IN ARKANSAS. 

H. E. Dvorachek, professor of ani- 
mal husbandry of the College of Agri- 
culture of Arkansas, writes that in- 
terest in the Holstein cow has been 
spreading very rapidly throughout 
Arkansas as well as the entire south. 
Professor Dvorachek says, “Quite a 
number of such cattle were brought 
into the state during the past year and 
many more would have been intro- 
duced last fall had not the long con- 
tinued drouth made feed prospects 
bad. Last April 1 made a trip to 
Minnesota to the Biscay district which 
is becoming quite a Holstein center 
and bought a carload of two-year-old 
grade heifers and a few purebred 
bulls. The First National Bank of 
Fayetteville financed the purchase and 
the stock was sold at actual cost to 
a number of farmers. Most of them 
took only from one to four animals. 
These Holsteins which were brought 
in went through the unusuallv hot 
summer in good shape and most of 
them freshened this fall. They have 
been doing exceedingly well consider- 
ing that feed is scarce and high priced. 
As a result they are fed mostly on 
roughage. Farmers are especially 
pleased that the very large majority of 
the calves borne by these heifers are 
females. We are planning on bring- 
ing a larger shipment in the coming 
spring. The university operates a 
commercial creamery in connection 
with the animal husbandry department 
so that there is a good market for the 
cream. What we need is more good 
cows and good dairymen to milk 
them.

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and we hope that dairying will prove 
as profitable as it has in other sec- 
tions.” —

It displaces the 
record made by the celebrated Orms- 
by Jane Segis Aaggie, in the class for 
senior four-year-olds, and noses out 
the record of Hester Aaltje Korndyke, 
the 46-pound Dakota cow, by seven 
one-hundredths of a pound of butter! 
Computed at present prices for butter, 
as editors would figure it, this differ- 
ence represents a fortune. The record 
of Maxie is 579.1 pounds of milk and 
46.843 pounds of butter in seven days, 
which gives her a clean lead over 
everything at the age and leaves noth- 
ing standing between her and the new 
champion 50-pound cow, Segis Fayne 
Johanna of Pine Grove Farms. 

The record is remarkable in many 
respects. The cow is one of Senator 
Fancher’s own breeding and raising, 
being from one of his own foundation 
cows, Mapledale Maxie De Kol, and 
by his senior sire, King Aaggie Segis, 
one of the great sons of the great 
King Segis, out of the best record 
daughter of Paul Beets De Kol. The 
record was made within less than 12 
months after her last previous calving 
and after but a short fitting period. 
It is but one in a procession of con- 
sistent records and taking her age

into consideration can probably be 
looked upon as the forerunner of a 
still greater record.

der the supervision of O. M. Smith 
The care of the animal as well as of 
the entire Fancher Farm establish. 
ment has been in charge of Mark C. 
Hubbell, the farm manager, and the 
record maker’s rations were mixed 
and she was handled by H. D. Arm- 
strong, the herdsman. Mr. Armstrong 
has had experience in supervising A. 
R. O. tests and understands thor- 
oughly the requirements for thts 
work. 

After Maxie was dried, in Septem- 
ber, Manager Hubbell states that she 
was put on the fitting ration used at 
Fancher Farms and which is as fol- 
lows: 200 pounds bran, 100 pounds 
of ground oats, 200 pounds of oil 
meal, 100 pounds of hominy, 50 
— of sugar meal, 5 pounds of 
salt. 

This was fed with a roughage of 
22 pounds of ensilage and what clover 
hay she would eat. This ration has 
been worked out carefully at Fancher 
Farm and note will be made of the 
proportion of ground oats which was 
fed. The use of this feed is a fea- 
ture of all the rations at Fancher 
Farm. 

The testing ration was made up as 
follows: 200 pounds of distillers’ 
dried grains, 200 pounds of bran, 125

on the farm and uses what is known 
as the half-sugar beet, a cross be- 
tween the ordinary mangel-wurtzel 
and the sugar beet. 


During the greater part of the test 
Fancher Farm Maxie was in charge 
of a competent veterinarian, Dr. F. 
G. Shepard. Dr. Shepard, in com- 
menting upon the work pointed out 
that the cow did it without apparent 
effort. There was neither increase in 
temperature nor respiration, nor a 
falling off in feed, except at one feed- 
ing. When this happened the cow 
was dropped back for one feed to the 
fitting ration, after which the normal 
testing ration was resumed, but she 
did not show any change in her pro- 
duction. The last day of the test she 
received two extra rations of two 
pounds each of buckwheat middlings, 
which she added to the others with- 
out difficulty and with some results. 
She was milked at all milkings with 
a milking machine and this is the first 
time, to our knowledge, that so large 
a record has been made with a me- 
chanical device for milking. 

The Fancher barns are exposed on 
all sides to the weather, being built 
in the form of a hollow square. The 
ventilating system is very complete 
and the temperature out of doors dur- 
ing the test was about the most se- 
vere of this winter. Partly because o1 
this and partly because of the belief 
of Manager Hubbell that low tem- 
peratures lead to better vigor within 
reasonable limits, the temperature of 
the barn during the test was low, from 
40 to 45 degrees.

Mapledale Maxie De Kol, as shown 
by her picture, is a fine individual and 
her record of 20.5 pounds, made at 10 
years of age and without fitting, may 
be increased in April when she is 
again to be tested at the age of lJ 
years.

The sire, King Aaggie Segis, was 
from the best record daughter of Paul 
Beets De Kol and by King Segis. He 
has 100 daughters and granddaughters 
in the herd. About 20 of them tested 
as two-year-olds averaged above 20 
pounds each and there is another 3U- 
pound daughter in addition to the 46- 
pound champion. 

The new wonder cow has two liv- 
ing offspring, her first calf, a bull, by 
Dutchland Sir Colantha Korndyke, 
being dead. He was sold to John 
Bartles of New Jersey, but died as a 
youngster. The second calf, a yearl- 
ing daughter, is by King Tehee 
Lieuwkje and the last calf is by King 
Pontiac Alcartra Johanna. 

The herd is one of the very best, 
individually, that has ever been 
brought to light and the reason may 
be said to be, first, the care with 
which the foundation animals were 
selected; second, the fact that nearly 
all have been born and reared on the 
farm, and third, the quality of the 
herd sires that have been used. Past 
and present, these sires have been ex- 
ceptional for individuality. They were 
straight and square and they have 
transmitted this quality until it is 
thoroughly stamped into the herd. 
The herd is carefully tested for tuber- 
culosis yearly, usually in February, 
and as a result of the work in this

liable when negative results are ob- 
tained. This fact has allowed dis- 
eased animals, and often spreaders, 
to remain in a herd to later infect 
those that were sound at the time, 
or to be shipped into other localities 
under a false security to work irrep- 
arable damage and to bring reproach 
upon the herds from which they came. 

From the facts as they are, con- 
cerning the nature of tuberculosis it- 
self, the present laws for its con-rol 
and the knowledge and attitude of 
the dairymen generally toward both 
the disease and the law, I can see lit- 
tle to encourage those who wish, by 
this method, to free our cattle from 
this scourge. If I did not possess an 
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unswerving faith in the value of 
knowledge in the solution of difficult 
problems and belief in the inherent 
desire of man to deal honestly with 
himself and justly with his neighbor, 
I would be pessimistic regarding the 
control of bovine tuberculosis, How- 
ever, when a ship at sea is tossed by 
the storm and turned in the opposite 
direction from its course the pilot 
waits until the wind slackens and 
then, with the aid of his compass, 
heads his vessel toward the harbor. 
In trying to eradicate bovine tuber- 
culosis we have been tossed about by 
partially informed but well-intended 
enthusiasts and sanitarians, primarily 
interested in protecting the human 
family and making things look com- 
fortable for the cow, until we have 
almost lost our bearings in respect

It is encouraging to recogni 
already the two fundamentr aan 
necessary for the desired results the 
vossibility of which some people pa 
inclined to question, have been vl, 
plished by a few individuals, These 
are: (1) Herds have been grown a 
and maintained free from tuberculosis 
and (2) herds that were infected with 
tuberculosis have been freed from it 
kept sound and made to Produce 
healthy progeny. It should be added 
that success was attained largely be. 
cause of the interest of the owners to 
possess healthy cattle and to escape 
from the heavy losses occasioned by 
the disease. 

In order to make these individual 
necessary in a successful, statewide 
few requirements that seem to be 
necessary in a successful, state-wide 
campaign for its suppression. 

1. It is essential that cattle own- 
ers generally have a more definite 
know!edge and a better understanding 
of the nature of tuberculosis and its 
economic significance. They should 
have a keener personal interest in the 
health of their own cattle and to real- 
ize in many instances that the heavy 
annual toll because of disease can be 
saved, 

2. It is essential that the various 
methods of economically handling an 
infected herd should be understood 
and that the owner should be allowed, 
without injury to others, to follow 
the method best adapted to his con- 
ditions. 

3. The fact should be recognized 
that there are various methods for 
detecting tuberculosis in cattle and 
that in some cases. each and all of 
them may fail. This emphasizes the 
fact that time, close observation and 
repeated examinations may be neces- 
sary to detect an infected animal, 
even one which may be a spreader. 

4. The limitations of the best 
methods of diagnosis render it neces- 
sary that healthy animals be protected 
against possible diseased ones that 
may be present in the herd and, for 
the time, have evaded detection. 

5. The sanitary principle should 
be recognized and applied that in the 
disposal of infected cattle they should 
be headed toward the slaughter house 
where, under inspection, their beef 
value may be conserved. 

6. Owners should be instructed in 
the principle of segregation and the 
danger of allowing cattle to_ infec 
one another through common feeding 
mangers and watering troughs. me 
new era in barn construction to facil- 
itate feeding, watering and care has 
wonderfully enhanced the opportu- 
nities for the spread of disease.

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ment against the products of tuber- 
culin reacting cattle which physically 
appear to be healthy should be re- 
moved and placed upon the products 
of cattle which have open lesions and 
those which show, upon physical ex- 
amination, evidence of tuberculosis. 
It is neither just nor helpful in the 
present state of our knowledge to put 
unnecessary burdens upon those who 
are trying to eradicate tuberculosis 
from their herds. I am devoted to 
better public health and _ livestock 
sanitation, but there is no more rea- 
son, other than sentiment, for reject- 
ing the products of tuberculin react- 
ing cows that are, upon examination, 
found to be apparently well and 
whose udders are sound, than there 
is for condemning grade B raw milk. 
Experiments have shown that milk 
from such cows is just as safe, in fact 
more so, than common market milk 
which may come not only from in- 
fected cows but also from cases of 
open lesions and tuberculous udders. 
The public should realize that if it is 
too severe it will, as it has done in the 
past, defeat its own object. Even in 
the herds producing grade A and cer- 
tified milk, tuberculin reacting cows 
are frequently found. I pray for the 
time when all our cattle will be free 
from infection but until then let us 
encourage rather than victimize the 
men who, to the best of their ability, 
are doing all they can to eliminate 
the disease and to protect the public. 
We do not want tuberculous infected 
cattle at all and we are trying to elim- 
inate them from the dairy herds but 
during the process, or until we have 
more accurate methods of detecting 
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them, it does not seem wise to dis- 
courage those who desire or are try- 
ing to make things better. 

The conditions regarding the prev- 
alence of tuberculosis in this state 
are such that it is calling for a pro- 
gressive, state-wide campaign to con- 
trol it. The essentials for such an 
endeavor are fundamentally educa- 
tional. The task is to direct the at- 
tention of the cattle owners to the 
disease and its importance in such a 
way that they will adopt a safe and 
secure course to build up sound herds. 
The law should prohibit the selling of 
milk from obviously diseased cows 
or open cases of tuberculosis. With 
such a law as an introduction, the 
point of contact will be established 
between the owner and his veterin- 
arian or those making the inspection. 

I refer to veterinarians as the in- 
spectors, because there is no other 
class of men qualified by virtue of 
their preparation in natural, physical 
and medical sciences to give technical 
advice on this subject. It is the vet- 
erinarian only who can make the di- 
agnosis and direct the proper course 
to be followed to protect the other 
animals in the herd. Whatever the 
sanitary laws may be, in the last anal- 
ysis, it is the practicing veterinarian 
first consulted by the owner who 
largely determines the fate of the 
herd and possibly the health of many 
herds. He must not only look after 
the sick and infected animals but also, 
in many instances, become the sani- 
tary teacher of their owners. 

The veterinarian stands in relation 
to animal diseases as the physician 
to human maladies. For the same 
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reason that we h 

we should have district at oficer, 
or health officers for animals Marlans 
turn are responsible to the chief “ 
erinarian of the state. [f the vet- 
lions of losses from disease pode: 
occurring among the food produc ly 
animals are to be saved, there ing 
be suitable veterinary organizatic’ 
and efficiency. With it the chr my 
infectious diseases would gradually 
disappear. The method is simple rd 
difficulty is in the process of dhe 
ing, training and fitting veterinarian, 
to do this work. Contrary to re 
views of those who wish elaborate 
and drastic laws on this subject, it 
my opinion that we need but little 
regulatory legislation beyond author- 
ity and proper organization. We are 
dealing with a natural phenomenon 
and consequently the solution rests in 
the application of broad Principles 
rather than in a_ single formulated 
plan of procedure. We are, however 
sorely in need in this country of more 
and better facilities to prepare re. 
search men in animal diseases and 
practitioners of veterinary medicine 
in order to control this and other 
diseases. 

France recognized this economic 
principle 154 years ago when it built 
and equipped the first veterinary col- 
lege at Lyons. One of the strongest 
elements of preparedness in Germany 
was its large number of well equipped 
veterinary colleges and efficient con- 
trol over the diseases of animals, In 
Holland and Denmark, the veterin- 
arians are rendering most efficient 
service because for many years these 
countries have been developing

Bovine tuberculosis 1s to be con- 
trolled by an intelligent series of 
actions directed against it by the 
owners of cattle and their profes- 
sional advisers. The success will be 
in direct proportion to the interest of 
the owners, the efficiency of the vet- 
erinarian and the freedom allowed 
him to follow the necessary course 
indicated by the disease in any given 
herd. All this can be done without 
injury or injustice to others if a com- 
prehensive, continuous system of edu- 
cation and control is established. 

My subject included infectious abor- 
tion. This disease is not as well 
known as tuberculosis and the indi- 
cations are that much more research 
will have to be done before definite 
successful methods of control can be 
formulated. It is a chronic infection 
and its control requires the same close 
observance and attention to condi- 
tions as tuberculosis. It has called 
for a technic that is new to American 
veterinarians and considerable time 
will be required to qualify men to 
use it. 

Unfortunately, this disorder, like 
tuberculosis, found our country un- 
prepared and consequently it had 
plenty of opportunity to become well 
established before it was attacked. 
It will eventually be brought under 
control but it is useless to say when 
until we know how much time will be 
required to obtain the knowledge 
necessary to prescribe a remedy or 
outline a method of prevention. This 
may or may not be promptly acquired. 
Dr. Williams is doing some very valu- 
able work and he feels that much 
relief will be obtained if the pro- 
visional method of prophylactic treat- 
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ment, consisting of douches and dis- 
infection is carried out. We are do- 
ing all we can with the facilities we 
have and the best we can offer is to 
promise untiring effort in the search 
for truth. These diseases are causing 
enormous losses but they are tem- 
porary and eventually they will be 
brought under control.

It is not wise to select a bull from 
a cow even with a wonderful record 
if she is the only good an‘mal in her 
family. In this case she is a freak in 
her family and will probably transmit 
not her own high milk production but 
the average of the family to which 
she belongs. 

For a high-producing, purebred herd 
the safest way is, so far as possible, to 
select a bull old enough to have 
daughters in milk. It is then possible 
to judge fairly accurately as to the 
character of his offspring. 


THE COW HOSPITAL 


The extent to which diseases are 
being spread through our dairy herds 
calls for more attention to the serious- 
ness of this problem to the dairyman. 
The ravages of tuberculosis, the losses 
incident to contagious abortion, infec- 
tious garget, contagious forms of 
scours in young calves, contagious 
skin diseases, eye diseases, attacks 
from lice and other parasites, are 
serious obstacles to success and espe- 
cially to a farmer who specializes in 
some line of animal husbandry. To 
have any of these diseases get into a 
large herd has not only discouraged 
many a dairyman, but worse still, it 
has in cases we know of induced them 
to close out the business and thereby 
distribute the affected animals among 
the herds of unsuspecting buyers. 

Fighting to keep these troubles out 
of the herd, and to get them out once 
they get into it, calls for intelligent 
effort and energy on the part of the 
dairyman. One essential on a dairy 
farm is a “cow hospital,” where sick 
animals can be isolated from the rest 
of the herd and given proper treat- 
ment. It should he located so as 10 
insure isolation and should be so con 
structed as to give the _ protection 
and comfort that a sick animal needs. 
It should be constructed so that 't 
may be kept perfectly clean and me 
pletely disinfected with chemicals 
when this may be required. m

The Bureau of Animal Ind 
the United States Department of Ae 
riculture has recently put out a report 
showing some of the work that has 
been done to promote dairy interests 
in the south and west. Holstein-Fries. 
ian breeders everywhere will find that 
the great market for Holstein cattle 
will come from this great southwest. 
ern territory. In the south the great 
drawback has been the Texas fever 
tick. The report shows that 31,000 
square miles of territory have been 
freed of the tick entirely and the quar. 
antine has been raised. As fast as this 
work continues the field for improved 
dairy stock will grow. Farther than 
this the department has been organ- 
izing cow-test associations and co-op- 
erative bull associations. It has been 
encouraging the use of silos and stim- 
ulating interest in dairy manufactur 
ing enterprises. All of this will put 
dairying in this southern territory on 
a stronger business basis. The work 
is being done very largely through 
demonstrations and the assistance of 
field men.

TESTING AT CLOVER LAWN 
FARM. 


Clover Lawn Farm is located in 
Wisconsin and is owned by John Puls, 
one of the well-established breeders 
of that state.

discovered against the ravages of this 
disease for there is very little question 
but that tuberculin, when properly ad- 
ministered by one familiar with its 
use, is a practically infallible agent in 
the diagnosis of tuberculosis. Here 
especially the honesty and integrity 
of the person administering the test 
is of the utmost importance and it 
would be well if we could have a law 
in the statute books of this state plac. 
ing all tuberculin testing under the 
direct supervision of the state veteri- 
narian and state livestock sanitary 
commission. Then when an animal 
was sold as free from tuberculosis, 
with a properly certified tuberculin. 
test chart, the responsibility of the 
seller should cease, for he should not 
be held responsible for what might 
happen to the animal when placed un- 
der conditions over which he had no 
control. 

In the event of legislation being en- 
acted that would place tuberculin 
testing under the control of the state 
livestock sanitary commission and the 
state veterinarian, it would become 
necessary to regulate the shipment 
and also the sale of tuberculin within 
the state. 

The State Accredited List. 


Several of the states have already 
adopted a system of placing herds 
known to be free from tuberculosis 
upon the accredited list. This list is 
made by the livestock sanitary board 
and includes all herds regularly tested 
under their supervision and found free 
from tuberculosis. Placing a herd un- 
der inspection and having it accredited 
greatly facilitates matters in case ani- 
mals are sold for shipment outside the 
state, as the livestock sanitary board 
is in a position to permit immediate 
shipment from accredited herds with- 
out requiring a special test. It is also 
of great value from an advertising 
standpoint for a herd to be on the ac- 
credited list, as it carries with it the 
guarantee of the state veterinarian 
that the herd is free from tuberculosis. 

The livestock sanitary commission 
of this state is now planning to start 
an accredited list of tuberculosis-free 
herds in Michigan. and this organi- 
zation should take immediate steps to 
offer them its complete co-operation 
and all possible assistance in this work 
of disease control. 

In order to eliminate tuberculosis 
from an infected herd, the best au- 
thorities recommend the semi-annual 
test by the temperature method of all 
animals over six months of age as 
long as reactors are found. When 
once clear of the disease, annual test- 
ing should be sufficient. As a general 
rule it may be said that there is but 
one practical method of handling re- 
actors and that is immediate slaugh- 
ter. The qvestion of reimbursement 
for losses of cattle slaughtered for 
tuberculosis is one that might well 
be considered. Under the present law 
the amount paid for purebred cattle 
is too low. The purpose of the re- 
imbursement is to encourage the 
breeder to clean up his herd but, until 
this amount is increased. the object 
will not be attained. The work of 
eradication should originate in the 
purebred herds, as the chance of con- 
tamination is much greater from the

These questions are 
worthy of much discussion and _care- 
ful consideration and this association 
should go on record as favoring leg- 
islation in regard thereto. 

The Auction Sale. ; 

During recent years the public sale 
has met with increasing popularity as 
4 means of disposing of surplus stock, 
and in many localities breeders have 
formed companies for the purpose of 
holding such sales annually. The pub- 
lic sale is an institution which, if prop- 
erly handled, will have a greater in- 
fluence toward advertising, developing 
and promoting the breed than any 
other single factor. On the other 
hand, if improperly and dishonestly 
managed, it will accomplish equally 
rapid results toward the detriment 
and destruction of the breed. No 
other business should be built more 
firmly and carefully upon the foun- 
dation of honesty; the value of regis- 
tration and pedigree, tuberculin tests 
and the other guarantees given in the 
public sale are lost and in its final 
analysis the success of the purebred 
livestock business in general and of 
the public sale in particular must de- 
pend upon the honor and integrity of 
the men engaged in the business. 

With the increase in popularity of 
this method of selling cattle, espe- 
cially when the demand was keen and 
prices ruled high, there came a great 
temptation to use the public sale as 
a means of disposing of inferior ani- 
mals. Many animals have been sold 
at auction that should have gone to 
the block, not only for the best inter- 
est of the breed but also for the sake 
of the seller’s reputation. As a result 
there have been countless sales within 
the past few months in which cattle 
of all sorts have been sold and in 
many cases the prices secured have 
been scarcely above grade values. 
Common sense and ordinary business 
judgment should have told the breed- 
ers that selling this class of cattle in 
public sales would react in a short 
time to the detriment of the busi- 
ness, but many were too short-sighted 
to see the result until it was upon 
them. 

One of the chief functions of the 
auction sale is to stimulate public 
interest and attract people not previ- 
ously interested in the business. For 
this reason, if for no other, it becomes 
of the utmost importance that we 
make our sales of such high charac.

The solution of the whole Proble 
would seem to be this: Hold tenes 
sales of higher quality. If by reduc. 
ing the number of sales in Michigan 
during the coming year to one-half 
the number held during 1916, we could 
eliminate enough of the less desirable 
animals so that the average price ge. 
cured would be 50 per cent greater 
than the averdge price last year, the 
beneficial result would be ’ fel 
throughout the state and the demand 
would be increased sufficiently to take 
care of all worthy though less de- 
sirable animals that were not put 
through the sale ring. A summary o} 
the data gathered at the consignment 
sales held by Michigan Holstein 
breeders during the year of 1916 
shows that 672 animals of both sexes 
and all ages were sold for a total of 
$105,340, or an average of $156.75, 
Of this number 103 head, or a sufi- 
cient number for a good one-day sale, 
brought $36,560, or an average of 
$354.95. If these cattle could have 
been put together in one sale, it would 
have reflected much greater credit 
upon the Holstein business of Michi- 
gan than the numerous sales which 
were held. The psychological effect 
upon the spectator, and particularly 
upon the prospective purchaser, of a 
sale averaging $350 per head as com. 
pared to a sale averaging $150, needs 
little comment. The one goes with 
a snap and every one is interested, 
while the other drags and casts a 
shroud of gloom and depression over 
the business. 

Would it not be better policy from 
the standpoint of the business as a 
whole to hold one or possibly two 
really high class sales in the state 
each year and eliminate from the sale 
ring all of the common and inferior 
class of cattle? The public sale isa 
cheap way of selling high class cattle 
and the advertising secured is of much 
value. It is, however, a very expen- 
sive method of selling low priced ani- 
mals and the advertising which re- 
sults from a low average sale is det: 
rimental, not only to the reputation 
of the seller, but also to the best 
interests of the breed in general.

Systematic Eradication of 


Tuberculosis 


Hon. D. F. Houston, Secretary of 
Agriculture, writes as follows on this 
most vital subject: 

“The following activities are being 
pursued by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry with reference to tuberculosis: 
_ “Applying the tuberculin test to 
interstate shipments of cattle at stock 
yards when destined to states requir- 
ing the test. This is done upon re- 
quest of the owner and without fee; 
testing cattle for importation and for 
exportation; testing herds in Maryland 
and Virginia supplying milk to the 
District of Columbia, in co-operation 
with the local health officer; testing 
all cattle in the District of Columbia 
with a view of eradicating the disease 
within the district; testing herds in 
Virginia in co-operation with the dairy 
and food commissioner of that state; 
testing purebred herds in various parts 
of the United States in co-operation 
with the owners; manufacturing and 
distributing tuberculin to state author- 
ities for official use. 

“In addition to this work, it is be- 
lieved that the time has arrived when 
systematic eradication of tuberculosis 
in selected areas in some of the states 
should be begun. While this has been 
suggested from time to time, none of 
the states has yet indicated a desire 
to commence the work. This is pos- 
sibly due to the lack of funds. To 
make the requisite progress, the neces- 
sary authority and a considerable sum 
of money should be available both to 
the federal government and the states. 

“Tt is not thought that much per- 
manent headway will be made in 
securing the co-operation of cattle 
owners unless some reimbursement is 
made for cattle destroyed. Under the 
plan followed in the District of ‘Colum- 
bia cattle which react are first ap- 
praised and then slaughtered. If no 
lesions of tuberculosis are found, the 
owner receives the full appraised value. 
If lesions are found but the carcass is 
not affected to such an extent as to 
destroy the value of the meat for food 
purposes, the owner receives 80 per 
cent of the appraised value less the 
salvage. In case the carcass is so 
badly affected as to require destruc- 
tion, the owner receives 40 per cent 
less the salvage. This has been found 
generally acceptable to the cattle 
owners. The cattle are appraised at 
their beef or dairy value. 

“Considerable co-operation is re- 
ceived from breeders of purebred cat- 
tle in eradicating the disease from their 
herds. So far no compensation has 
been given for cattle which reacted to 
the test. Usually these cattle are 
slaughtered at the owner’s expense, 
but in some instances where the ani- 
mals are of great value they have been 
segregated and used for breeding 
purposes only. 

“If co-operation with the states is 
undertaken, it should be on the half- 
and-half plan and the work should be 
confined to certain definite sections, 
such as one or two counties at a time, 


-with extension to other counties as 


the work progresses. The magnitude 
of the task should be fully understood 
before the work is begun. There are 
approximately 22,000,000 dairy cattle 
in the United States. It would be nec- 
essary to retest herds at intervals of
